S “Mission from the superintendent of the field, Rev. M. H. 
Reid. The work of the past year has been most successful, 
and the prospects for the future are very encouraging. The 
report of the superintenitent shows that a most efficient 
work has been conducted at a most economical rate, and yet 


nothing has been neglected, 
and there has been no strain- 
ing of the principle even of 
economy. 

A large amount of building 
has been carried on at nearly 
all the stations, and a chapel 
and home at Boma is under 
course of construction. We 
regret to report the death of 
one of our most valuable mis- 
sionaries on the Congo, Mr. 
Walsh, who was in charge of 
the new building at Boma. 
He died suddenly a few weeks 
ugo, and his loss has been 


. greatly felt. 


The new reinforcements will 
increase the force of the Congo 
to nearly forty American mis-. 
sionaries. There is besides a 
good force of native workers 
and a large number of boys 
under training. 

The farewell meeting for the 
outgoing Congo party will be 
held on April 30 in the Gospel 
Tabernacle, and we trust that 
the prayers of all our friends 
will attend these dear workers 
as they go forth to their dif- 
ficult and dangerous, but glor- 
ious field.

‘Here at Ro Bethel we iave another beautiful place, and 
a large tract of land, containing about fifty acres, with a 
hilltop beautifully graded, containing about ten acres, aud 
overlooking the surrounding country, for our mission houses. 
We are building two houses here, of sun-dried brick, to be 
roofed with iron roofing. One of these houses is for a dwell- 
ing, and contains ten large rooms and two halls,and has wide 
verandas both on the lower and upper floors. The lower 
floor will be used mostly for storerooms, although we expect 
to have the dining-room on this floor. 
‘Mr. Francis’ house is for a school building and home for 
Bae the boys, with Mr. Francis’ house 
gore meee at the end, overlooking the whole 
building. This building will be 
32x44 feet, besides Mr. Francis’ 
room. The outer layer of brick 
for this building will be burned. 
‘‘This work of Mr. Francis for 


for the girls is truly interesting 
and encouraging, and I hope we 
may get both before the people so 
that we may have a hundred boys 
and as many girls here, and that 
many .people may have a share 
in the work. It will cost about 
$25 to support one of these chil- 
dren a year. 

‘Six of the boys are Chris- 
tians, and perhaps three more— 
these three are little fellows and 
we are not quite sure. Some of 
the girls, too, are Christians. 

‘‘To-day one of the boys is lay- 
ing brick ; another building a brick 
kiln ; and others are keeping up 
the fire for another kiln. 

‘‘They are also given charge of 
native workmen and act as fore- 
men; and can be depended on. 
Sundays they go out itinerating 
or as interpreters, when needed. 

- Mr. and Mrs. Trice, Mr. 
Francis and Mr. Hubby, the assistant superintendent, will 
be located here, and possibly Mr. Livensson. Mr. Trice will 
be in charge. 

‘The outlook for a great work here is simply glorious. 

-* At Makomp we have another beautiful place with the 

river flowing by the grounds, and the high hills or mountains 
in the east. Here we have a house of seven rooms covered 
with a roof of bamboo. We are also building a mission house 
exactly like the one at Ro Bethel. 

‘Mr. Smith has a number of bright boys and Mr. and 
Mrs. Shoobridge a bright native boy and girl. 

‘‘Mr. Smith will have charge of this station, and Mr. and 


Mrs. Shoobridge, Miss Drew and Mr. Wendel will be located - 


here. 

‘‘This is also as promising a work as that at Ro Bethel, 
and only God can measure the possibilities.

He that hath seen 
Me, hath seen the Father ; and how sayest thou then, ‘Show 
us the Father,’ John xiv. 7-9. And, in keeping, Paul 
declares in I. Tim. iii. 16, ‘‘God was manifest in the flesh.” 
And so also John writes, ‘The Word was God .- and 
the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us; and we 
beheld His glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth ” (John i. 1, 14), And again,

mount” (II. Pet. i. 16-18). 

In verse twenty-six Jesus says, ‘‘Ihave declared (2. V. 


‘made known’) unto them Thy name.” ‘To declare or make ~ 


known the Father’s name or character meant to furnish 
information concerning it. This Jesus did through His won- 
derful and beneficent words and works. For as He said, 
‘‘The words that I speak unto you I speak not of Myself, 
but the Father that dwelleth in Me, He doeth the works. 
Believe Me that I am in the Father and the Father in Me; or 
else believe Me for the very works’ sake,” (John xiv. 10, 11). 
And again, ‘‘ The Son can do nothing of Himself, but what 
He seeth the Father do; for what things soever He doeth, 
these also doeth the Son likewise,” (John v. 19). Add, as in 
point, our Lord’s virtual assumption of the Divine name in 
John viii. 58, 59; Rev. i. 8; comparing Ex. iii. 14. 

In verses eleven and twelve Jesus affirms He had ‘‘kept” 
the disciples in His Father’s name ; that, is, He had attached 
them loyally to Himself, in the midst of danger and diffi- 
culty, by manifesting and declaring the Father’s name in His 
life and service. And now, as He must needs cease to per- 
sonate the Father in the world, that He may personate the 
sinner on the cross, He entreats the Father to keep them in 
His own name ; thatis, through the direct manifestation of 
His character in providential ministry, apart from a visible 
representative. 

If we now combine this view of our Lord’s personal reli- 
ance for power on His Father’s name, with the view before 
obtained of the significance of the Divine name as synony- 
mous with the Divine personality, and then add Christ’s 
utterance in verse eighteen, ‘‘As Thou hast sent Me into 
the world, even so have I also sent them into the world,” we 
shall better appreciate the position of privilege and power 
secured to us by His legacy of His own name as available in 
prayer. It means that we are authorized when praying to 
represent Him and the virtue of His personality, with the 
pledge that the Father will so recognize the prayer, and 
respond to us as to Him. Praying in Christ’s name then, 
is praying in Him ! :

Naaman wasa leper. His little Hebrew captive maid 
told him of the prophet in Samaria, to whom he went: and 
he was told to go wash in the Jordan seven times. He was 
angry, because he thought the rivers of his own country bet- 
ter, but when he was persuaded to obey without understand- 
ing he was healed of his leprosy. So many lose precious 
freedom in God by questioning. ‘‘ Why, Lord?” and ‘‘ what 
if” do not belong to the realm of obedience. We found our 
freedom depended upon our letting the Lord take all the P- 
terrogation marks out of our hearts, once and forever, some 

ears ago, and we then found ‘‘ His yoke is easy, and His 
bandon is light.” 

God does not say we are to understand Him, but Hedoes 
say we are to obey Him. On the contrary, Hesays : ‘‘ What 
I do thou knowest not now, but shall know hereafter.” The 
time to obey is now; the time to know will be “when the 
misis have rolled away.” Our mother had a very successful 
way of teaching us prompt obedience in performing any given 
service. If we loitered, or questioned, or murmured, she 
said nothing, but did the work herself ; this was always the 
most severe punishment. Is it not practically true that the 
dear Lord often has to resort to a similar discipline? Have 
we not lost many a precious blessing in service for Him be- 
cause while we lingered so long to be sure it was what we 
must do, the opportunity passed, and we were only defeated! 

3. It ts doing because God says so, regardless of choice 
or understanding. 

A person habitually obedient will never be fretful and

One day of obedience is worth more than a life- 
There were many beautiful traits in 
Abraham’s character, but it was in faith he shone pre emi- 
nently. This was shown, not in passive graces only, but in 
the prompt obedience with which he did everything God said. 
His power to obey reached its climax when God said : ‘‘Take 
now thy son, thine only son, Isaac, whom thou lovest, and 
get thee into the land of Moriah, and offer him there for a 
burnt offering upon one of the mountains which I will 
tell thee of.”

on your soul and save you. and it is just as 
solemn a thing as to stand before God in judgment. It is as 
real a meeting with God as when you came a poor, lost sin- 
ner to be saved by the blood of your Saviour. He shed His 
blood to forgive your sins and to bear your sickness. If you 
have come to meet with God, here is His message for you: 
‘‘Confess your faults one to another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed.” 

Ask any sensible medical man: ‘‘ What is it, doctor, 
that really conquers disease ? Is it medicine?” He will say : 
‘‘There are certain medicines that can overcome such fever- 
ish symptoms.” ‘But does that cure disease? Does medi- 
cine cure cancer or consumption?” He will tell you this: 
‘““Tf the patient has sufficient vital power, the vital power 
will conquer the disease.” Every doctor will agree there. 
But where does vital power come from? God made man on 
earth and when He made this wonderful fabric of the human 
body and put the telegraphic communication of nerves over 
the body and covered it with skin and made it lovely and 
beautiful, it was still a dead thing; then in His wondrous 
love He ‘‘ breathed into man’s nostrils the breath of life and 
man became a living soul,” and it is that breath of God’s life 
that conquers disease, and God has commanded it: ‘‘Thy 
God hath commanded thy strength.” The same God who 
breathed on the disciples on the resurrection evening and - 
said: ‘‘ Receive ye the Holy Ghost,’’ was that God who 
breathed into Adam’s nostrils and he became a living soul. © 
‘Tt is the Spirit that quickeneth, the flesh profiteth noth- 
ing” (John vi. 63). ‘‘ But if the Spirit of Him that raised up 
Jesus from the dead dwell in you, He that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by His 
Spirit that dwelleth in you” (Rom. viii. 11). 

He shall quicken your mortal bodies. How? By medi- 
cine? No; by His Spirit that dwelleth in you. ‘‘Thy God 
hath commanded thy strength” through the Holy Ghost— 


_that strength which conquers disease ; and this is done not 


through any righteousness of your own, but by virtue of the 
blood of Christ. God does not mix His works with man’s ; 
and if you try by change of air, or diet, or medicine and by 
doing this and that to get strength, and fail, and then want 
God’s healing to come in when man has failed, you are mis- 
calculating. It is God first. ‘‘Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God,” in your bodily health as well as in other things, ‘‘ and 
His righteousness ”—the glory of His Name, His credit—and 
then ‘‘these things shall be added unto you.” ‘‘ Thy God 
hath commanded thy strength: strengthen, O God, that 
which Thou hast wrought for us.” 

‘‘Then again: ‘‘ Ascribe ye strength unto God.” If God 
is your Doctor, don’t give the glory to anyone else. If Jesus 
Christ is your Physician, if He is dwelling in you by His 
Spirit, if He is your Life—Power and Strength, don’t go and 
say to people such and such a climate suits you and you suf- 
fer from indigestion if you eat this or that. If you deal 
directly with the living God, deal with Him and let Him tell 
you what you shall eat and drink and in what climate you 
shall dwell. Do not live down here on the low level of what 
you think you can do and what other people think ; get up 
into the everlasting hill. Get out of the malaria down here 
and into the hillsof the Lord. ‘“‘“He . . . givethstrength 
and power unto His people.” It is the habit of our God to 
do it. Then let us join those in His presence in saying: 
** Blessed be God.” ~-Thy Healer.

~~ last days about the railways in Nahum ii. 3, 4: ‘The char- 


‘iots shall be with flaming torches in the day of His prepara- 
they shall seem like torches, they shall run 


with the railways in their rapid passages. And of the in- 
crease of knowledge, it is almost too apparent to speak of. 
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First, the great knowledge of the Word of God, and espe- 
cially with regard to the particular prophecies of Daniel. 
Commentaries, treatises, books of various sizes have been 
issued by the score as the Bible study has proceeded with 
restless activity this last half century. And, running par- 


allel with this Bible study, secular knowledge has been mar- 
-velously developed. Scientific societies have spent large 
gums of money and gathered together the greatest intellects 
“swith the object of penetrating the secrets of astronomy, 


geology, botany, zoology, chemistry, electricity, etc., and 
with the most signal success. Education, taken up by the 


Government, has given a wonderful impetus and encourag- 


ment to many to study who otherwise could not have done 
so. Truly, knowledge in all the sciences and arts has been 


oe greatly increased, probably more so during this last half cen- 


tury than all the previous centuries put together. 

And yet—the last sign I bring before you is, neverthe- 
less on the increase ; viz., (2 Peter iii. 3, 4): ‘‘ Knowing this 
first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking 
after their own lusts and saying, ‘ Where is the promise of 
His coming? for, since the fathers fell asleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning of the creation.’” Is 
this true at the present moment or not? You stop. man in 
the street and tell Him that Christ is coming, and may be 
here to day. Ask him if he believes it and if he is ready. In 
most cases you would meet with nothing but jeers and scoffs. 
Even the professing churches seem very tardy in taking up 
this subject, and many, very many, openly oppose it. The 
vast majority of mankind is still saying, ‘‘ Where is the 
promise of His coming?” The masses of the people seem 
satisfied with either an easy, popular parody of Christ’s re- 
ligion, which allows them to enjoy both worlds, as it is 
termed, or else are lapsed into the most absolute indifferent- 
ism. The eternal truths, that each man is lost through sin, 
condemned to eternal separation from God, by God’s Divine 
justice, in consequence of sin, and that unless he flies to 
Jesus so hide nim from the wrath to come nothing can avert 
the power of God’s righteous anger against sin from. falling 
upon him, are ignored. 2, 

The world scoffs at Jesus, scoffs at the mere mention of 
His second coming. It seeks to ignore the fact that each 
man stands before God as a condemned sinner until saved by 
Jesus. I ask you, dear friend—you, who stand on the living 
side of the grave as yet—do you believe that the blessed 
Jesus is coming soon? Do these signs speak to you in 
trumpet tones, saying, ‘‘ Prepare to meet thy God?” From 
this time will your lite be changed ; will your heart be given 
to Jesus? Will you receive Jesus as your Saviour that you 
may be born again and made a new creation in Christ Jesus ? 
Could Jude 18, 19be applied to younow? Hetells you there 
shall ‘‘be mockers in the last time who shall walk after their 
ungodly lusts. These be they who separate themselves, sen- 
sual, having not the Spirit.” Unsaved ones, I charge you as 
an anibassador from God, as though God did beseech you by 
me, I pray you in Christ’s stead, ‘* Be ye reconciled to God, 
for He hath made Him to be sin for us who knew no sin, that 
we might be made the righteousness of God in Him” (2 
Cor. v. 20, 21). The time is short! The opportunities are 
limited! The Lord is coming and may be expected at any 
mom2nt! Are you ready ? 

And, dear Christian, just a word with you. Are you 
treading the soil of earth lightly, remembering that you are 
called to be, and to live asa son of God, blameless, sincere, 
in the midst of a crooked and perverse generation, among 
whom you are commanded to shine as a light in the world, 
holding forth the word of life? (Phil. ii. 15,16.) You are 
commanded to ‘be filled with the Spirit, to walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith ye are called,” and to remember, 
‘‘ Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be, but we know that when He shall 
appear we shall be like Him, for we shall see Him as He is. 
And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth himself, 
even as He is pure” (i John iii. 2, 3). 

May the Lord Himself cleanse us and make us ready to 
meet Jesus, who is coming soon. Amen.

Better far, however, than all the wisdom of Hgypt, was 
his mother’s holy teaching. From her he drank in the story of 
the past, the calling of Abraham, the covenants with Isaac 
and Jacob, the faith of Joseph, the wrongs of the Hebrews, 
the providences of his birth and childhood—until his very 
blood was saturated with that spirit of heroic loyalty and of 
devotion to his people and his God which all the allurements 
of the world were not able to counterbalance. We know 
something of the spirit of his teacher by the story of her 
maternal faith and consecration. A mother who could so 
commit her babe to the arms of Providence, and receive him 
back, like Isaac, as from the dead, could not possibly fail 
to transcribe her own lofty character and faith upon the 
heart of the child that was so wholly committed to her influ-. 
ence and teaching. We shall only know in eternity how 
much of the grandeur of Moses’ life was but the reflection 
of Jochabed@’s own character. Such influences prepare us

Few men had ever such a schooling as the great law- 
iver. First, for forty years he had all the advantages of

- God alone in the solitudes of Midian. Doubtless this was the 
best of all his classes in the school of God. At first it may 


have seemed that the years were lost in inactivity and van- 
ity, and that his life was wearing away beside his sheep- 
folds and amid his dusky family. As the decades slowly 
rolied on he found himself forty, fifty, and at last three- 


score years of age with nothing accomplished, while the 
winter of age was already marking his head with its warn- 
ings of life’s close, and perhaps he had already learned these 
stanzas of his sublime poem, ‘‘ We spend our years as a tale 
that is told, the days of our years aré threescore years and 
ten, and if by reason of strength they be fourscore years, 
yet is their strength labor and sorrow ; for it is soon cut off 
and we fly away.” So he may have been singing in sorrow- 
ful strains during the last decade of his life in Midian, and 
thinking that his span was almost ended and his work not 
yet begun. 

Such an experience some of us may know, but these 
years, as we have already found, are not wasted, but are the 
very soil of life’s future harvests and the time of education 
for life’s noblest work. Let us not be weary if the time 
seem long and the lesson slow. There are some things which 
must be burned into the soul by years, rather than days, of

Secondly, he was the legislator, not only of his nation but 
also of alltime. The principles of morality which he incul- 
cated are the basis of all true ethics, and the ideas which he 
gave to the world the source of all the light that has followed, 
of which even the philosophy of ancient sages was but the 
dim reflection. 

Thirdly, he was the great historian of the past, and all 
we know of earth’s first twenty-five centuries is from his

Fourthly, he was the great prophet of the future, the 
revealer of the Gospel age which he was but anticipating in 
his marvellous types and ceremonial institutions ; and, 

Fifth, we may call him the founder of the Holy Scrip- 
tures.

ERHAPS it is not very widely known 
that the Chinese have temperance 


societies. But they do; and they 


. have these cast-iron pledges, too, which 


include not only abstinence from all in- 
toxicating drinks, but also from the use 
of opium and tobacco. Now with such a 
high sense of personal responsibility and 
the duty of self-control, one might expect 
a great deal from them. 

These societies are purely native in 
their origin, and may have been in exist- 
ence hundreds of years. They have a 
certain amount of popularity and, no 
doubt, do good. 

These facts came to our notice ina 
very curious way. 

One day we were taking our usual 
walk, when a man rushed out of a house 
by the side of the road and begged the 
doctor to come in and see a man who had 
just died. ‘‘ Why,” said the doctor, 
‘‘ what is the use of my seeing him if he 
isdead?”? ‘*Oh; but docome.” ‘‘ But 
you say he is dead, you know I cannot 
help him if he is dead.’? However, the 
man kept urging him, but as it is not 
safe to try todo anything for a man who 
is about to breathe his last, for the 
Chinese are so apt to accuse the would- 
be helper of causing, or, at least, of 
hastening the death, and so in their eyes 
of becoming a murderer; therefore, 
though much urged he did not go. 

A few days later, while passing near 
the same place, perhaps a few paces 
beyond the limits of the city suburbs, I 
noticed a mat lying upon the ground. 
And a more considered glance made me 
exclaim, ‘‘Can there be a human being 
under that mat?’’ And so it was. A poor 
creature, perfectly paralyzed, thrown out 
upon the roadside with just a mat to 
cover him. 

Allthat we learned of this story was as 
follows : 

He had come down from the north to 
do a job of work for a man, and was 
lodging at an inn near that gate. He 
seemed to be a respectable, honest sort of 
fellow, and was known to be a member 
of this threefold pledge society. 

One day a companion, whether in the 
spirit of teasing or in earnest, accused 
him of having broken his pledge. This 
angered the man very much and a fierce 
altercation ensued. While they were 
quarreling, the accused man became so 
enraged that he broke a blood vessel, and 


"became, apparently at once, perfectly 
paralyzed, speechless, and unable to 


move a muscle. It was just then that 
tbe doctor, going by, was called in. But 


-as the messenger insisted that the man 
‘was dead he did not go. 


After a few days the people got tired of 


keeping the poor, helpless wretch a 


burden upon their hands; and so they 
had carried him out and left him beside 
the road, with the slight covering I have 
mentioned as his only protection from 
sun and rain. 

Some of the neighbors took pity upon 
him and fed him with a little rice every 
day ; but as they probably thought he 
would soon die, no one was willing to

take himin. Such is the selfishness of 


heathen philosophy! They would, in 
fact, be afraid to 
only on account of the trouble and ex- 
- pense involved, but lest some one might 


o such a thing, not 


accuse them of some sinister motive, or 
lest they should bring ill luck upon 
themselves. - Why should they help one 
who had evidently incurred the anger of 
heaven? 

The religion of Jesus Christ teaches 
differently. What a privilege it becomes 
to help the needy, when one remembers 
those sweet words, ‘‘Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least, ye 
have done it unto Me. 

We had no hospital to take him to, and 
it was not really safe to take him to our 
home, but we did the best we could. We 
had a little hut built over him. Just such 
a little hut as the refugees from the 
north, who came down to escape the 
severity of that inhospitable climate, 
build for themselves and live in all 
winter, at our place, 

The hut is made of mats stretched 
over hoops and forms a round roof high 
enough for a man to sit under, and long 
enough to lie down in. One end is, of 
course, closed, and the other can be cur- 
tained. The floor is filled with straw, 
and there, sometimes, a family will spend 
months. This sort of a dwelling they 
call a ‘‘Pung.’’ It looks like a large 
dog kennel, but seems to serve the pur- 
pose of shelter, if not of comfort. 

Well, we had a pung built for him 
and arranged to have him brought on a 
wheelbarrow every day to the dispensary 
for treatment. 

Beside his other infirmities he had a 
sore leg which, through neglect and dirt, 
was in a condition which might beggar 
description ; this had to be dressed daily. 

By and by. he became better, and I re- 
inember the last sight I had ofhim. He 
could crawl then, and he had crawled 
out some way from his hut and was 
sitting by a wall enjoying the spring 
sunshine. As his good samaritan came 
by, his face lighted up with such an ex- 
pression of gratitude and affection. He 
tried to speak, but the inarticule mum- 
bling of his poor tongue was unintelligi- 
ble, only by gesture and by look with the 
tears running down his face was the poor 
nan able to express what he felt to one 
who had tried to be his friend. 

After a while he recovered sufficiently 
to be able to be sent home to his friends. 
Whether or not he received the Gospel 
into his heart we cannot say. But we are 
told to sow beside all waters, 

Someone may gather sheaves some day 
from that sowing. It seemed but a little 
thing. but to the thirsty soul it may 
mean life, 

Can you hear the Master saying to the 
young ruler who seemed perplexed as to 
whom he might count His neighbor: 
‘Who was neighbor to him who fell 
aiong thieves? Then go thou and do 
likewise.’? Have we not neighbors over 
in China whom many are passing by? 
Wherever the greatest need there is the 
loudest call. 

He had compassion on the multitude, 
and said to His disciples, ‘‘ Give ye them 
to eat.’’

He 
knew they would be plentiful on the sur- 
face of the ground. 

‘‘ From Jaffa tothe Judean range are the 
plains of Philistia and Sharon, liable to 
inundation by the winter rains. So the 
prophet foresaw. that it would have to be 
an embauked road. As a matter of fact, 
the company began by making a slight 


‘embankment for the railroad, which the 


first winter rains washed away,.and it had 
to be reconstructed more solidly and 
higher. : 

“In chapter xix. 13 the prophet predicts 
prolongations of the Palestine lines to 
Egypt and Assyria; and I hear from 
Jerusalem that the prolongation of the 
line to Gaza, and down to Egypt, is to be 
commenced soon, 

“The ‘Kirkaroth’ of Isaiah lxvi. 20— 
swift, rolling’vehicles, not swift beasts, 
nor dromedaries—may be the future elec- 
tric cars of Palestine, while the ‘fiery 
“peladoth”?’ is riding,’ of Nahum ii, 3, 
may represent some new invention of 
aerial locomotion. 

‘‘The ‘Salt Sea,’ not ‘Dead,’ is now 
navigated by sailing vessels! They are 
employed in picking up bitumen from 
the surface of the water on account of the 
Sultan, to be followed, doubtless soon, by 
steam launches, rendering it possible to 
visit the highlands of Moab in a few 
hours ! 

‘“ Everybody thinks we are on the eve 
of great events that will eclipse past his- 
tory, and none will be greater than those 
now looming on the horizon of the Holy 
Land. The great Eastern Question has 
its centre there—in the city of the Great 
King.

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Extract of a Letter from W. W. 
Simpson, Wuhu, China. 


I AM again in Central China, but only 
for ashort time. Weleft Peking on Sep- 
tember 5, just eleven months after we left 
Wuhu last year, and reached here Sep- 
tember 21. The journey was made a joy 
and delight by the presence of our Lord 


- Jesus opening up the Scriptures to us. 


~The thought the Lord gave us on start- 
ing is: ‘‘ Freely ye have received, freely 
give.’’ I saw that the time had come 
now i the plans of God for the principal 
characteristic of my life to be altered 
from receiving to giving. But I am so 
glad TH[e is to retain with us just as 
much, yea, more, in the giving than He 
has been in the receiving, 


Of course, I don’t feel full and able to 
give out. And I don’t suppose the twelve 
felt they had power over unclean spirits 
to cast them out, and to heal all manner 
of sickness and disease among the people. 
Yet Jesus had said so to them, and they 
believed, ‘‘and there was a performance 
of those things.’’ Even so, I now at His 
word open myself to pour out, not what 
is stored up in me, but what is stored up 
in Him—‘‘all the fullness of the God- 
head, all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge.” 

When we reached Wuhu we went right 
into evangelistic work, talking to the 
crowds that gather in our street chapel. 
There was a feeling of emptiness, but I 
knew Jesus ‘‘had said,’’ so 1 opened my 
mouth. I was so filled by the Spirit that 
I forgot all about difference in dialects, 
and talked with perfect freedom. And I 
found Jesustruly with me in great power 
and blessing, just as He had been with 
mein receiving. 

The work in Wuhu has improved much 
since last I was there, Sisters Van Gun- 
ten and Myers have a very hopef:! work 
among women, and Sisters Ekvall and 
Nichols have a good school for girls, 
which is not only a great blessing to the 
girls under their care, but is also the 
avenue through which many women are 
reached. 

The work among the men so far shows 
less fruits than that for the women and 
children. It is principally seed sowing, 


daily preaching, distributing Scriptures, P° 


and tracts, and holding a Sunday fore- 
noon service for all those who are believ- 
ers or inquirers. 

When I reached Tientsin I heard that 
Pastor Stockmayer and party were in 
Shanghai holding meetings. So I hoped 
to reach there in time to see and hear 
him and the others. But our steamer 
was delayed three days in leaving Tien- 
tsin, and when we reached Shanghai 
Pastor Stockmayer had already left for 
Hong-kong, and Mrs. Baxter and Miss 
Murray were up the Yang-tse river. We 
met the steamer on which they returned 
to Shanghai just on the morning after we 
left there. The friends at Wuhu had niet 
the ladies at Shanghai, who had caught 
Pastor Stockmayer's spirit, and they were 
made a blessing to me. 

We also bought an assortment of books 
and tracts from Mr. Evans, who keeps 
such literature. I like Mrs. Baxter’s 
‘‘ The Lord’s Coming ’’ very much. 

It will take about three months’ time 
for us to reach the border of Thibet. 

This is, perhaps, the last letter I shall 


.. be able to send you before we reach our 


destination. There lie three months of 
hard travel, not unmixed with danger, 
before me. I count myself as dead al- 
ready, for if the Lord should not interfere 
to protect, there is scarcely any chance of 
my reaching the Thibetan border. So I 
commit all to Him, and step forth into 
danger and violence, perhaps death, glad 
even to die for His sake and the Gospel’s. 
I see but ashort distance along the path 
of the future ; but Jesus sees all the way, 
and that is enough. To do His whole 
will is all my desire.

WUHU, CHINA, March 2, 1895. 
Dear Alliance Friends > 


We know we have your love and 
prayers, and hence we know that when 
we receive a great blessing, you want to 
hear about it and unite with us in send- 
ing up to the throne praise and thanks- 
giving. God has, indeed, given us a great 
and wonderful blessing during the visit 
of our Brother Franson from Sweden. 
He came February 20th, and has been 
with us a week. The meetings have 
been union in a double sense—union 
native services and union foreign serv- 
ices. Praise God! 

Let me first tell you about the former. 

The various missions in turn opened 
their doors for them. Besides being at- 
tended by the people of Wuhu, native 
evangelists and workers came from the 
interior to receive a blessing. Mr. Fran- 
son spoke through an interpreter. 

Sunday was a marvelous day! In the 

morning about two hundred and fifty 
people assembled in the Methodist 
chapel. The message was given in the 
power of the Holy Ghost, after which 
there was an altar service—just such a 
one as you have in the Tabernacle Sun- 
day evenings. Christians—foreigners 
and Chinese alike—went through the 
audience talking with the unconverted. 
Men, women and children went forward. 
Our dear old Bible woman, Chang-nai- 
nai, was greatly burdened for souls and 
wept aloud and prayed. A poor man, 
without being ask to do so, stepped out 
in front and knelt, asking God to forgive 
his sins. Two others did the same. We 
all felt the presence of the Holy Spirit in 
wer, 
After the altar service we sat at the 
Lord's table together. It was a little 
earnest of the time when those of ‘all 
nations and kindreds and people and 
tongues ’’ shall sit down together at the. 
marriage supper of the Lamb. I am sure 
our Lord and Master rejoiced as |He 
looked upon that scene 

The foreign services were held after- 
noons and evenings here in our new 
home, which, by the way, is: most suit- 
able for such gatherings. 

Besides those of our own mission, there 
were the other Wuhu missionaries and 
eleven Swedish and Norwegian brothers 
and sisters from the interior. The Lord’s 
personal, speedy return was made most 
real tous during these days of waiting 
upon God, and we each received definite 
blessing and new ideas for our difficult 
work. As one missionary Said, ‘I do 
not know where IJ got it unless it came 
a'ong with the other difficulties,. but I 
somehow thought the Chinese had to: go 
a long way around to be converted while 
there was a short cut for us. Now I see 
frou1 God's Word and Sunday morning’s 
meeting that God is able to save us all 
the same way.”’ 

Perhaps the greatest result of the con- 
vention is the blessed union that we felt 
in the work of the missions of Wuhu. 
Christ’s prayer, ‘‘ That they all may be 
one,’’ has often come to our minds as we 
have been brought so clearly together. 
As Mr. Lelacheur has said, ‘‘ The natives 
have had an idea that we each had a dif- 
ferent religion, but now they know that 
we all worship the same Jesus. Now, 
praise God! we are to have a union mis. 
sionary prayer- meeting every week and a 
union native service every month. 

The last day of the convention was 
given to fasting and prayer. The Lord 
searched our own hearts and then gave us 
faith to ask and expect great things for 
China. ‘Said I not unto thee that if 
thou wouldest believe, thou shouldest 
see the glory of God.” 

Yea, truly, ‘‘The Jord hath done 
great things for us whereof we are glad."’ 
Praise His dear name forever and ever.

“SHE AGONY IN THE GARDEN. 


Mark xiv, 32-44. 

; Between this and our last lesson the 
most wonderful discourses of our Lord 
were uttered ; not to the multitude, but 
to the disciples, and John xiii. to xvii, 
-inclusive, should be studied iu order to 
fill up the interval and to get its precious 
teachings. As these chapters are con- 
sidered, it will be found that the teach- 
‘ings of Jesus during this time can be 
-classed under four heads, viz.: 1. Conso- 
lation. 2. Exhortation. 3. Instruction. 
4. Intercession. John xiy. is consola- 
tory; xv. and xvi. exhortatory; xvi. 
instructive; and xvii. intercessory. 

The life of our Lord Jesus Christ was 
one long series of sufferings. Theagony 
of the garden constitutes the great climax 
of the sufferings and the great prepara- 


- tion for the solitary suffering of the cross, 


which constituted the atonement. 
We believe there has not been recog- 
nized (by those who have compiled sys- 
’ tems of theology) as clearly as Scripture 
emphasizes, the difference between the 
sufferings of Christ and the suffering of 
Christ, the non-atoning sufferings of 
Christ and those which constituted the 


~atonenient. 


This distinction is not one of mere hair 
splitting, but is important to a clear ap- 
‘prehension of truth, and in order to a 
‘right estimate of the atoning work of 
Jesus. ‘ 

It is impossible to read the Psalms, 


and, in fact, many other portions of the. 


Scripture, without seeing that the Spirit 
of God sharply defines the difference, and 
puts atoning value upon the suffering 
work of the cross, rather than upon those 
sufferings which led up to the cross, and 
which were consequent upon the part 
‘into which He had entered with a view to 
‘the cross. 

Christ was uot bearing sin and the 
wrath of God all His life, and even in the 
garden (only the prospect of the cross) 
He was not suffering its penalty or bear- 
ing the wrath due to sinners, He was 
suffering because of the place His grace 
had brought Him into, and in prospect of 
the end of His path, viz., the cross. 

‘There has been in the history of nations 
aud of individual men great conflicts on 
which everything for both has seemed to 
depend—great pivots of destiny, whose 
decisions have affected the world. Inthe 
life of Christ great crises had to be met 
and passed througif in which a great deal 
both to God, man, Satan and the world, 
was involved. Such crises were the 
temptation, the agony in the garden, the 


cross and the resurrection. The agony 


in the garden is surely next in impor- - 


tance to Calvary itself, atid we may well 
put off our shoes as we stand upon this 


_ striving again for the mastery.

holy ground, in the presence of such suf- 
ferings, and in deepest humility worship 
where we cannot fully understand. 

We find ourselves in the presence of 
great contrasts as we enter the garden of 
the olive press. We have the human 
and the Divine, earth and heaven, in 
conflict with each other; God and Satan 
We lis- 
ten to the prayer of the dependent man 
until our own spirit is moved to supplica- 


tion, and we see a Judas desecrating the 
‘place so sacred with his hypocritical pres- 
ence and foul betrayal. 


The lessons of such a scene cannot but 
be of the greatest importance and value 
to those who, in the spirit of closest com- 
munion, may enter into it, as did the 
the favored disciples; not to sleep, how- 
ever, as they did, but to watch with Him 
one hour in sympathetic interest while 
He suffers. 

‘They came to a place called Geth- 
semiane’’ (verse 32). There is sucha 
thing in the New Testament as the sta- 
tions of the cross, the places of great con- 
flict which must be passed, and the 
experiences eudured before the cross is 
reached. The Captain of Salvation must 
be made perfect through sufferings (Heb. 
ii. 10, v. 9). , 

Christ came from a place, and jour- 
neyed on toward a place. He came from 
the bosom of the Father, and journeyed 
on until He was again glorified with the 
glory which He bad with the Father be- 
fore the worlds were, from the glory to 
the glory, and all the way along from 
the one point to the other coming to 
many places where the will of the Father 
had to be done, and His perfect consecra- 
tion tested.” The Virgin’s womb, the 
stable at Bethlehem, the baptism in the 
Jordan, the testing in the wilderness, 
Gethsemane, the cross—these mark some 
of the places to which Christ came, and 
in each of which He was ever the One 
doing perfectly the will of God. No 
place in line with the will of God and the 
work He came to do was evaded, and 
even the ‘“‘spare Thyself'’ of Peter 
(Matt. xvi. 22) was met by the statement 
that He set His face steadfastly to go 
toward Jerusalem ( Luke ix. 51). 

It seems to have been the custom of 
Jesus to retire into this garden (Luke 
xxii. 39,) and even Judas himself knew 
the place, for Jesus often resorted thither 
with His disciples (John xvii. 1, 2.) 

How much might we learn from the 
ordinary life of Jesus, if such a term can 
be allowable in connection with a life 
which was all so extraordinary! Inthe 
life of Jesus every ordinary thing became 
the extraordinary, because every ordi- 
nary thing was extraordinarily «done by 
Him, This is the perfection of Chris- 
tian life, the briuging down of the spir- 
itual into the natural, and so accomplish- 
ing the natural as to make it spiritual, 
Thus the secular becomes the sacred, and 
the whole life transfigured with God. 

No man's life can be truly measured by 
its greatest crises, but by the ordinary 
and constant things which come into it 
day by day, and the way he conducts 
himself in passing through these. 

Why did Jesus pray? He prayed be- 
cause He was aman and needed depen- 
dence upon God. With Him prayer was. 


a custom, an uninterrupted fellowship, 
shall we say also an antidote and a tonic? 
When suffering gathered round Him He 
prayed ; when it was anticipated prayer 
braced Him for the ordeal. Jesus needed 
prayer, hence He prayed. A precious 
little study could be developed on the 
subject of the prayer seasons of Jesus, 
and these Scriptures may guide some- 
what to it, Matt. xiv. 23 25; Mark i. 35; 
Luke v,; 6, ix. 28, 29. The whole of Luke 
should be séarched, for there we have the 
resources of the Man. 

If prayer seasons were customary with 
Jesus, surely at this time there was special 
need. The hour and power of darkness 
(Matt. xxvi. 45) were at hand. (Mark 
xiv. 41; Luke xxii. 53.) Many things 
converged to make prayer specially nec- 
essary at this time. There was the be- 
trayal at hand, the desertion of the most 
trusted friends, the concentrated forces 
of hell assembled for the last concerted 
effort, if possible, to put to death Jesus 
before He could have an opportunity of 
yielding Himself as the sacrifice for 
man’s sins upon the cross, the presence 


of that terrible hour which was at hand, | 


the circumstances of His trial, etc., alt 
make prayer seasonable. 

What did Jesus pray for? A great deal 
depends on aright answer to this ques- 
tion. Did He pray to be delivered from 
the cross? Verily, nay; for how then 
could the Scriptures have been fulfilled ? 
If this was what He prayed for, how could 
the types of the Old Testament be ful- 
filled or have any meaning? How, then, 
would sin be atoned for? Whatever He 
prayed for we are assured by the apostle 
in Heb, v. 7, that He was heard because 
of His piety or Godly fear. If Christ 
prayed that He might be delivered from 
the cross, and was not delivered from it, 
then there is discrepancy between the 
sacred writers. What did He pray for 
and how was His prayer answered? In 
verse thirty-five of our lesson we read 
that He prayed that the hour might pass 
from Him ; and in John’s gospel, chapter 
xii. 27, we have His prayer prefaced by a 
question, viz., ‘‘ What shall I say? Shall 
I say, save Me from this hour?” And in 
Luke we read, chapter xxii. 43, ‘‘ There 
came an angel and strengthened Him.” 
Thus we see that the hour from which 
He prayed to be delivered was the then 
present hour of suffering, and that the 
angel strengthening Him was the answer 
to His prayer. 

The prayer of Jesus! It was not a 
wrestling with Himself in order to bring 
self into fullest harmony with the will of 
God, for there was never in Him any re- 
bellion to that will. Jesus never had to 
submit to the will of God, but there was 
always in Him fullest harmony and ac- 
quiescence to all its demands, 

Into the ‘garden of agony Jesus took 
His disciples, and out of these He chose 
His friends, Peter, James and John, who 
were to go with Him into nearer approach 
to God, as if He sought human compan- 
iouship and sympathy in the hour of His 
sorrow. Here we have a privileged few 
from among a privileged class. They had 
witnessed the raising of Jairus’ daugliter 
(Mark v. 37, 28); they were with Hin on 
the holy mount (Matt. xvii. 1), and now 
they enter with Him into the closer fel- 


lowship of suffering in the garden. Abra- 
ham must leave the servants and enter 
with ‘‘the lad"’ into a transaction where 
they only can be together, and so. while 
there are Some sufferings in which we 
can participate, there is a suffering which 
He only can endure, and in which He | 
must be alone While stricken and smit- 
ten of God. 

How strange that in the presence of 
such agotty of suffering the disciples 
slept! Let us not blame them, until, at 
least, we arouse ourselves from the leth- 
argy which seems to have settled down 
upon our souls, They slept in the pres- 
ence of the sufferings of Christ; we are 
sleeping in the very presence of the 
glory of Christ. 

What a privilege they missed in failing 
to watch with Him ove hour, and whata 
privilege and blessing we miss as we fail 
to enter into that fellowship of waiting 
which should exist between Christ and 
His own! We are not only to be watch- 
ing for Him, but watching with Him. 
This is that sweet fellowship of hope to 
which we are called. 

How one desires to know the method 
and the message of the strengthening 
angel! How and by what means Divine 
strength was made available for human 
weakness? Why are we not told? How 
much in the way of encouragement might 
it have brought to us? May there not be 
in this a lesson and an assurance for us; 
viz., thatit matters not however dark the 
hour, there is always a strengthening 
angel ministering strength according to 
the special needs of the hour? What 
fresh assurances of the Father’s love may 
not the angel have brought, and what 
visions of the beyond results of the cross 
may have been given to Him. He was 
strengthened for the hour, and the assur- 
ance which came out of the experience 
of the darker suffering of the cross 
may be ours, viz., ‘“‘ They shall praise 
the Lord that seek Him.’? Psa, xxii, 
26, é 

In verse thirty-seven we have the ques- 
tion of sensitive love and the testing of 
human expressions of affection : ‘‘Simon, 
sleepest thou?’ He had said, ‘‘ Though 
all should be offended, yet will not I.” 
He had been Divinely warned, v. 30, 
and answered, but more vehemently, “ If 
I should die with Thee I will not deny 
Thee,’ and yet he did, so little did he 
know of himself. He had been blessedly 
restored to his Master and his work, and 
it is but reasonable that the effect of all 
this active grace should be a preémi- 
nently watchful spirit. How much it 
must have meant to Peter to hear his 
Master say, ‘‘Simon (the old name), 
sleepest thou ?’’ And what an exhibition 
of the further grace of Jesus when He 
said, ‘‘The spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak,” 

How the darkness which gathers round 
the character of Judas deepens as we read 
the history in the light of the agony in 
the garden, and how his responsibility 
increases in the light of the statement 
that he was one of the twelve! 

How viuch Gethsemane teaches us of 
Jesus! 1, His humanity, v. 32-33, 2. 
His need of sympathy, v. 34. 3. His 
dependance, v. 35. 4 His acquiescence 
v.36. , 
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“Watch and pray that ye enter not
